MAYOR HARRISON. 
PURGING HIMSELF OF CONTEMPT. 

The Mayor, upon being accosted by a re- 
porter yesterday, was loth to say anything at 
first on the subject of the railroad war. He 
had just had a lengthy interview with the 
Corporation Counsel, but could not be in- 
duced to intimate what conclusions had been 
reached, if any, on the subject. He said, 
however, that city was justified in what 
it had done, and he had no fears of go- 
ing to jail. After some coaxing, however, he 
was induced to make the following state- 
ment bearing on the case, which was written 
out word for word as he uttered it, and if it 
does not represent him fairly the reporter is 
not to blame: 

“ ] was exceedingly surprised at thé sweep- 
ing injunction issued by Judge Jameson, 
and still more surprised when I heard the 
Judge say he had not examined the papers 
in the case. The injunction prohibited the 
city from interfering with the laying of tracks 
anywhere between State street and the river.

More than that, had I found 
them tearing up the sireet in twenty pla 
between State street and the river, I woul 
have been stopped by this injunction from 
interfering. 1 don’t think, if Judge Jameson 
had taken the precaution to read the papers 
before him, that he would have issued such 
an order, nor do I believe that a Court in 
8 has the power over the Executive 
of the city so w tie his hands. Yet, with 
convictions such as these, 1 made up m 
mind to obey the Court. I see it e 
the papers, 
open court that 
would not obey the Court, which is 
utterly untrue, did not by word or hint, 
to any human being, at any time after the in- 
junction was served, intimate that I would 
not obey it. 1 directed Superintendent 
U"’Donnell, however, that if there was a riot 
or row between the laborers and the people 
that it would not be his duty to eal! out all 
the police to protect the railroad people in 
laying tracks by wt gy 1 they had plenty 
of time to do such things in daytime, 
and, therefore, if there was a riot it would be 
his duty, for the sake of the peace of the city, 
to prohibit the work going on. In other 
words, 1 do not consider it the duty of the 
police to protect people doing work at night 
which can be far tter done by daylight. 
I know the feel of a great many people 
along the line of that road, and I very much 
feared there would be a riot, and I felt 
the railroad people had no right so to excite 
disturbance. I do not feel that in what 1 
have done that I have committed any con- 
tempt. The preservation of the peace of the 
city is in my hands, and the Court cannot 
take that away from mein but one way, and 
that is to cali upon the Sheriff. 


I HAVE NOT DISOBEYED ANY ORDER OF ‘THE 


COURT, 
nor yet given any order looking to disobedi- 
ence, and in the future, as in the past, 1 will 
deport myself according to my sworn duty as 
Mayor of Chicago. Sofar as the interfer- 
ence of the police or Superintendent of 
Streets is concerned, if there was any, was 
done under the railroad ordinance in ques- 
tion, and conformably to the request of 
President of the railroad. Mr. Brown asked 
that some one be sent there to see that 
the tracks were laid to the city’s satisfaction.

DISPUTED TERRITORY. 
THE SEAT OF THE RAILROAD WAR 
on the line of the Western Indiana Railroad, 
where Gen. Carter H. Hatrison and Col. Fo- 
garty gained “that famous victory” Wednes- 
day night, was very quiet yesterday. All 
that remained to tell of the battle was the 
torn-up erossings and the occasional myrmi- 
dons of the law, who had been left to guard 
the wrecks. Tux Tamm reporter, in a 
tour over the late battle-ground, found but 
little to attract attention. At Harrison street 
a solitary policeman stood talking toasaloon- 
keeper at the corner of Fourth avenue. ‘The 
officer gave an intelligent description of things 
to the beer dispenser, and as both agreed there 
was no room for argument. The street was 
still torn up, and the cedar blecks lay about 
in a happy confusion, While a pile of plank 
was near the sidewalk. A group of negroes 
were discussing the situation, and now and 
then some curious person came along and 
took a survey of the scene. 

At Polk street the blocks had been thrown 
loosely in place. There was a blue coat sit- 
ting on the curb, eating a peach and whit- 
ting a stick between times. The sidewalk 
was torn up for about twenty feet on both 
sides of the street. 

TAYLOR STREET 

was excedingly quiet. There was the unnec- 
essary policeman, and near By stood a half 
dozen men smoking clay pipes. The Nicol- 
son blocks were torn up and a pile of planks 
lay near. Inavacant lot were the smok 
embers of some ties that were burned the 
night before. Twelfth sifeet presented about 
the same appearance as Taylor, There were 
a few men ‘sian. about. The policeman 
looked wise, but Said little. There were 
scattered about the remnants of the ties 
which had been burned the night before in 
a vacant lot by the mob. ‘The rails were bent 
and Diack, and were a ant reminder of 
what was frequently seen In the South dur- 
ing the War. From this point the Western 
Indiana has a truck and sidings laid south to 
Fourteenth street, and has ere¢ted extensive 
freight depots, 

The sidings are only partially completed, 
and a large force of wen in charge of Mon- 
roe Rindskopf were en in ballasti 
the newly-laid track. South of Fourteenth 
street a large force of men and teams were 
engaged in filling in and grad preparatory 
to la) an extension mak a switcl- 
ing yard, And right here 

A DIFFICULTY PRESENTS, ITSELF. 
The extensive buildings of the Union Foun- 
dry Works stand in the way, and suit for the 
condemuation of the property was com- 
menced in the County Court in January last. 
Nothing Has since been done, but the Union 
Foundry people seem to de fairly disposed, 
an anicayle settlement wiil no doubt re- 
sun so far as this property is concerned. 
This ufactory runs south as far as Fit- 
teenth street. South from Fourteenth the 
Western Indiana tracks go im a south- 
westerly direction through the prop- 
erty formerly occupied the Chi- 
cago Car-Wheel Works, walls of 
the main building of which were partially 
dewolished in order to the track.
